Testifies That He Found M aggots In 
a Can o f B eef Ho Opened—-Names 
o f P ack in g Firm s Given by W it­ 
nesses—Dr. Shaw Believes Men Suf- 
ftered From Ptom aine Poisoning. 


Chicago, March 10.—The last witness 
called before the army beef board of in­ 
quiry yesterday proved to be sensational. 
He was an officer of the regular army, 
P irtf!

First cavalry, called at the request of 
Major Lee, the representative of Gen­ 
eral Miles. 
Lieutenant Davis testified 
that in Cuba one-half the oanned roast 
beef issued to the soldiers was thrown 
away because it was unfit to eat He 
testified that he had opened one ogn 
himself and found maggots in it. 
Major Lee asked: "How did the mag­ 
gots get in there?” 
"They were canned in there,” the 
witness replied. 
Colonel Davis: "Are yon aware that 
in the process of canning this moat un­ 
dergoes such an intense heat that no 
animal life could survive in it?” 
"I don’t mean to say they were aHve; 
they were dead.” 
Major Lee—"You are positive about 
the identity of the animal?” 
"Yes, sir, quite positive.” 
"In consequence of the canned roast 
beef not being sufficiently sustaining 
and not having nutriment in it, did your 
men lack for food?” 
"They did.” 
Colonel Gillespie — "Wrhat was the 
name of this brand that you found with 
maggots in it?” 
"It was Swift & Co. s brand.” 
"Are you certain of that?” 
"I am certain.” 
The evidence brought forth yesterday 
was largely cumulative in its nature, 
mainly with reference to the condition 
of canned and refrigerated beof when 
issued to the troops on shipboard and In 
Cuba and its effeot upon the soldiers. 
Dr. John R. Shaw, surgeon of the 
Third Illinois volunteers, who made the 
voyage to Porto Rloo, testified before the 
court of inquiry yesterday that the 
canned roast beef issued to troops caused 
a great deed of complaint It was stringy 
and nauseating and did not seem to 
nourish the men. 
Much diarrhea fol­ 
lowed its use. The witness attributed 
tho sickness to ptomaine poisoning. 
Had a D isagreeable Smell. 
The next witness was Colonel Fred 
Bennitt, colonel of the Third Illinois 
volunteers. 
He Hpoko of the voyage 
from Newport News to Porto Rico. 
"There were a groat many complaints 
about the canned roast beef,” he said. 
"The oompiaiut about the canned roast 
beef was that it was nauseating. Speci­ 
mens were brought to me for examina­ 
tion and I found them very repulsive. 
The meat had a disagreeable smell. 
I 
made frequent representations to Gen­ 
eral Grant about the canned roast beef, 
but he insisted that tho trouble was lack 
of knowledge on the part of the cooks.” 
Witness remembered that the Massa­ 
chusetts came to Arroway with a lot of 
refrigerator beef on board and that some 
of it was thrown overboard. 
The com­ 
plaint about the refrigerator b-. f was 
that it showed signs of decomposition. 
Perhaps 50 per cent of it all was thrown 
away. * * * * 
In answer to General Giliespie the 
witness stated that he did not eat any of 
the canned roast beef nor the r^frigc ro­ 
tor beef. He was not sick at all. 
He 
bought some canned beef and fivsh fUh. 
He noticed that the canned roast beef 
bore the label of Libby, McNeill & Libby. 
Major Joseph A, Sanborn of Chicago, 
major of the Firs: I!!in<-u volunteers, 
tesUfieu ihu,» tue roaat cuuat-d bed was 
unpalatable. He inspected the refriger­ 
ator beef. Two issues out of three were 
in fine condition, but the third was con­ 
demned because decomposition had set 
in. The witness attributed the spoiling 
of the meat to the neglect of those 
charged with the duty of issuing it to 
the men. 
Heard No Complaints. 
Walter C. Jones, sergeant of Company 
K, Thirty-third Michigan volunteers, 
stated that daring the 25 says iu Cuba 
between the landing and surrender there 
were scarcely any oomplaints 
made 
about the oanned roast beef; so far as he 
knew none was made in regard to its 
making the men sick. 
Captain Anson L. Bolts of the First 
Illinois volunteers, testified that he had 
heard no oomplaints about canned roast 
beef except when eaten cold, when it 
was uupalatoable. 
William H. Reploge testified that he 
served in the hospital oorps at Porto 
Rico and that canued roast beef was 
frequently served to the corps. Ho had 
seen three or four cans open with mag­ 
gots running ont of them. Witness said 
that at Guayamo he saw a piece of 
cooked fresh beef whioh had maggots
